His attempts to conciliate all parties displeased the Executive 
Council, who were determined to reduce the Governor-General to a mere passive 
instrument in their hands, and were supported in their endeavours by the 
majority of the representative assembly. In consequence of Metcalfe’s 
refusal to admit their right to be consulted about official appointments, all the 
members of the Council, with one exception, resigned in November, 1843. 
For some time he was without a full council, but after the general election in 
November, 1844, which resulted in a slight majority for the Government, he 
was able to fill up all the vacant places with men of moderate views.

‘‘The English have taken possession of the little Island of Gianuti; 
the Island of Elba is well supplied with necessities and in a state to defend itself. I have 
just ordered diverse measures for the security of our coasts. The ammunition is arriving, 
and I have already sent some cannon to Florence. I add a report on the fortress of Sienna 
which J visited this morning.” Ete.

Of great Napoleonic interest. In this lengthy letter the famous sculptor 
most ably states his many reasons for not accepting the proposal to settle in 
Paris, which Napoleon, in his role of patron of the Arts, had made to him. 
Canova frames the letter very cleverly to avoid offending the Emperor, using 
most laudatory expressions concerning his greatness and condescension. He 


refers to his colossal statue of Napoleon and other important works. 


(Trans.):—‘‘. . . I am filled by this fresh instance of the munificence of 
the Emperor, who from the height of his Throne has deigned to cast his kindly looks upon 
me. Though I may not have a facile pen, I have an eloquent heart. But any expression 
would be useless to describe the feelings of my heart: and the most signal proof would be 
immediate submission to His Majesty’s orders. . . . I could not give the Emperor a 
more striking proof of my devotion than instantly to leave all my business, to interrupt 
all my works, and give myself up immediately to those of His Majesty, in order to please 
him with the homage of my sentiments. And even before having the reply, which I 
expected from Marshal Duroc with respect to the postponement of doing the Empress’s 
portrait in Spring, I will bring all possible eagerness to it, in order to execute it upon 
my arrival in Paris; and [ purpose attempting the work a thousand times, until His 
Majesty is satisfied with it, and to return immediately to Rome, to my work, and to devote 
my attention to the Statue of the new Augustus. I dare to implore your Excellency 
to be so good as to observe the nature of the invincible motives which necessarily bind 
me to Italy and Rome. This City, mother and home of the Fine Arts, seems the only 
asylum for a Sculptor, and especially for me who long ago established my retreat, my 
studio, and all my business there. Nevertheless, several of those years have been spent in 
the service of H. M. or of the Imperial family, in preference to other important com- 
missions which would have brought me honour, with the noble desire of perpetuating my 
name side by side with that of the Emperor. The multitude of interests, works statues, 
models, colossal pieces, is of such importance to me that I could not separate myself 
absolutely from them. Amongst these works must be counted the Equestrian Statue of 
H. M. I have already modelled the horse for it on the largest scale known in Europe, 
and not beneath, perhaps, in the judgment of the public, the majesty of the Hero who 
curbs it, and who is going to be modelled on it in the proportion of twenty-two Roman 
palms. And a bronze cast of this equestrian statue will be made, which will be super- 
intended by me; at present the mould of the horse is being made for the founder of Rome 
who made the beautiful cast of the pedestrian statue of His Majesty, taken from mine in 
marble. . . . Theére is another colossal group for H.M. of the statues of the Emperor 
seated and Madame Mere for the King of Westphalia, with other pieces of work. . . . 
The first days in which I should be forced into a new method I should die to myself,~—to . 
my art, for which alone I breathe. Thus, the Emperor does not conceive a single purpose 
without directing it towards immortality, and I, I only work, I only live for this noble 
enthusiasm. H.M. can indeed, if he will, force me to consecrate all the rest of my life of 
which I still owe a great part to him, exclusively his orders, without any recompense; I 
shall obey; he can demand my life of me, but he could not do it without violating the 
magnanimity of his heart, the splendour of his name and even that act of munificence 
with which he condescends to exalt me. He could not, I say, order me to renounce for 
ever my profession, my fame, the flattering pride of making my chisel a sharer in the 
Napoleonic age. If any worth of mine in the Arts has been able to deserve his kindly 
notice, let him be so good as to leave me’in the silence of mv studio, which is my element, 
and in which alone I can strive to render myself less unworthy of his kindness.’’

After his departure, about two o’clock in 
the morning yesterday, we learnt through prisoners whom he sent here, who had been 
dispersed, that the Marshal de la Motte had come from Paris to meet the convoy with a 
large force of cavalry, they were commanded 15 per company, the Comte de Grancey 
encountered eight large squadrons which would make fifteen hundred men, about 7 in the 
morning, he charged the two first and routed them, the others having come up he withdrew 
about 50 paces and then charged them again with two squadrons which he had, having 
left one of them behind in reserve with his infantry, which was separated from him by a 
ravine, these men said they had left them in that position. Two or three hours after we 
had news about six o’clock in the evening by other troopers that M. de Grancey had 
defeated the two other squardons by means of his infantry which had done marvels, and 
that there was any number of men taken, killed and unhorsed there, but that there still 
remained three or four squadrons which had retired to Briecomterobert and which had not 
been willing to fight; the convoy had not been captured, and the Comte de Grancey, who 
had not been joined by M. de Noailles, had gone to attack the Chateau of Le Zigny with 
his cannon which had arrived there towards evening. A trooper told us that the Prince de 
Marsillac had been killed or ey wounded and the Comte d’Holac had had his legs broken 
and had been thrown down. 


‘f As I write this we pe just been told that M. de Marsillac escaped wounded, 
and M. de Sillery is taken prisoner. 


‘‘ Another lackey tells us that yesterday about evening he found, a hundred 
paces from Charenton, more than three or four hundred men, the majority "wounded in 
the face, others unhorsed and disarmed, and others in wagons, ‘and that M. d’Elbeutf was 
at their head, at least a Knight of the Holy Ghost, and they thought it was he.

They say that this journal also mentions my memoir 
which it gives out is widely distributed; ‘‘ schaches’’ the printer a little if he has sold 
many of it. Did you send in the paper which I found in the basket, cheese or grapes or 
pears, I found nothing in it? At the beginning of Thermidor or the end of Messidor 
a statement was made by Barrére in which he announces that measures have just been 
taken by the Committee of Public Safety for its Tribunal to work more quickly; I think 
this statement was on the 3rd Thermidor, ask Le Lievre if he does not remember it; then 
you should have it taken to Bandonin. A large party of patriots who were my neighbours 
has gone; this absence contributes not a little to increase my deadly boredom. I am send- 
ing back to you two white handkerchiefs because I still have two. Have you seen La 
Fleutrie, has he seen the Commissioner, has he my papers? this would be the time to have 
them printed.’’

‘“T send you the List of such Officers and Men known to have been either killed

[have] to be added to each list. Our Numbers who have suffer’d are very great, but 
the Victory is a most glorious. one. ee 

““ Myself and Commissioned officers are all well but the state of the Temeraire 
will not admit our giving a detailed account of Defects. The Rudder is unserviceable, the 
whole of the Masts in a most defective state . . . and the Ship from the quantity of 
water which forces its way through a variety of Shot Holes in some danger in blowing 
weather, we cannot reach any Port without a large ship to tow us. . . . 

‘““ The opinion which you express of the Temeraire’s conduct during the Action, 
it has been the object of my whole life to deserve, and I feel the more gratified by its 
coming from an Officer whose example has been the admiration of every soul on Bd this 
Ship. . . . TI enclose a copy of our Minutes during the Action of the 21st inst.”’ 


His accompanying signed Minutes of the Action give a graphic description 
of the Téméraire’s glorious part in the fight, mentioning particularly Nelson’s 


ship -“* The Victory.” 


“. . . the Enemy began fire at 25 m past 12. The Victory opened her fire 
immediately after. Put our helm a port to shear clear of the Victory. I opened our fire 
er when the action became general; some time after the Victory falling on bd her 
opponent, the Temeraire being closely engaged on both sides, the Ship on the Larbd side 
engaging the Victory fell along side of us. The Victory on her Larbd side the Yard Arms, 
locked, & immediately after struck and was boarded by some of the Officers & part of the 
crew of the Temeraire, at the same time being engaged with one of the enemy on the 
Starbd side: a 3 Deck Spanish ship being on the Starb@d bow who had raked us during 
great part of the action. About 10 or 15 minutes pt 2 the Enemy’s ship on the Starbd side 
fell alongside of us on which we immediately boarded her & struck her colours, lashed 
both ships to the Temeraire. The Temeraire being totally a wreck fell off & had an 
opportunity of raking ye enemies first rate for half an hour with some of the foremast 
guns.’

J am sure I drew my pencil across them in Blaquiere’s memoir, and I really doubt the 
fact, for Fletcher did not tell these things in his first letter to Mrs. Leigh nor to myself 
nor do Count Gamba and Battista (who was with him the whole time) know anything about 
such expressions. 

‘“T am positive there has been a great deal of manufacturing for I have made 
out beyond all doubt that my dear friend had not the slightest notion of his danger until 
a little past four o’clock on the afternoon of the day on which he lost his senses never to 
recover them. That took place at six, but between four and six, he slept half an hour, and 
from the moment the scoundrel doctors gave him the bark and claret which was a little 
after four he spoke so incoherently and stammered so much, speaking at the same time in 
French, Italian, and English, that little or nothing could be made out except names anc 
a few disjointed pieces of sentences. You will judge therefore how hkely it is he could 
have made set speeches or if he did make them could have been understood. 

‘“ It is clear that when he knew his death inevitable he intended to give some 
directions, in doing or rather trying to do this he spoke in the three languages, but I do 
not believe he sent any message to any one as Fletcher’s narrative insinuates. On the 
contrary he could get no farther than, ‘Go to my wife’ ‘ Tell my sister’ ‘ direte a 
Hobhouse ’ (this he said in Italian). He also mentioned Kinnaird’s name and Trelawney’s, 
but nothing beyond the mere mention could be understood. . . . But one thing is 
certain and cannot be repeated too often, namely that he received the announcement of his 
approaching end with undaunted courage. Ware 

‘““T think the great question is how a man has lived not how he has died. I+ 
is, however, agreeable & useful to the great cause of truth & virtue when a glorious life 
is closed by an heroic death. As far as heroism can be shown in the conduct and expression 
of a few dying moments I am happy to say that this has been the case with Byron. 

‘“ He was doubtless as Agricola is said to have been, by Tacitus, ‘ felix oppor- 
tunitate mortis.’ Had he lived I am not sure that he could not one day or the other have 
had cause to regret that he had not fallen by the fevers of Messolonghi, just as Pompey 
grieved that he had not died in Campania. 

‘“ This devotion to the cause was the more noble because he certainly had a 
presentiment that he should die in Greece. He said so to Mr. Barry at Genoa & he said to 
one of those about his person who told me ‘ Do you think of returning to Italy? ’ the man 
answered ‘ if your excellency returns.’ ‘Qh,’ said he, ‘as for me that point is settled. I 
shall never leave Greece, either the Turks or the Greeks or some disease will prevent that.’

I admit it may be an advantage to you if his 
cold and severe taste makes you notice faults which would have escaped you, faults in the 
arrangement of the whole, in precision of expression, and relative truth of the ideas. 
But there is a refinement of taste which dismisses every idea that does not lend itself to 
being clothed in a graceful fashion, to which all grandeur seems caricature. 


‘‘T am impatiently awaiting your ‘ Pays-bas.’ Could you not send me the 
manuscript? .°.. . I am not very pleased that you want to make an opera from 
Oberon. Why not find a subject yourself? It seems to me you would be happier in 
dramatic ideas and arrangements in general, than if you were to work out the separate 
pieces.

This unique and curious manuscript, as we learn from a note at the be- 
ginning, forms the twentieth part of a memoir addressed to M. de Sartine, 
Lieutenant General of Police, and was sent from Vincennes at one o’clock in 
the night. From the traces of mud on the last page it may be supposed that 
this little book was one of those which the unfortunate man threw from the 
windows of his prison, hoping: that they would reach the hands of MM. 7 de 
Sartine. | 

The memoir is written in a rambling style, and the frequent repetitions 
and wild statements indicate that his long imprisonment had somewhat affected 
Latude’s mind, and it is at times difficult to see his meaning. He protests 
against the harshness of the prison major and the injustice of the Commandant, 
Lieutenant de Roy, in not sending earlier parts of the memoir to M. de Sartine 
and refusing to send a confessor to him. He accuses the Marquis de Marigny, 
Madame de Pompadour’s brother, of being a magician and of having bewitched 
M. de Sartine and the prison authorities and used sorcery to prevent their 
reading his memoir. As evidence that M. de Sartine 1s under a spell, he in- 
stances the cases of M. de la Rochehumaine, M. Pompigny de Mirabel, Baron 
de Vénac, M. de la Rocheguérault, and demands to know why and for what - 
crimes they are imprisoned. The Turks, he says, do not treat criminals as 
harshly as the prisoners of Vincennes are treated, and he begs the Lieutenant 
General to be more humane and at least to allow them to write to him as his 
predecessors had done. On reading through this memoir one cannot help 
feeling moved by the man’s distress and piteous appeals for justice and help! 
It concludes with an entreaty addressed to whoever should pick up the little 
book:— 


; ‘““Danry, or better Henry Masers, secretary. I beseech you, in the name of 
God, and by the tears of so many poor wretches who are perishing in this prison, to entreat 
M. de Sartine to read this last book at least.’’

I allow each one freely, provided the firm truth of the scriptures remains 
inviolated, to use his own judgment in explaining and settling controversial questions. 
I see our people do this for the most part. The people of Zurich all thank me most heartliy 
tor my studies. The Genevans approve, they love me as a brother and more than [ 
deserve, they beseech me to go to them. The people of Berne do not contradict, the 
churches of Rhetica refer to those writings more than I wish. And so we have settled all 
these things among ourselves so that when we have come to an agreement concerning 
the chief point of a matter, each one is ready to hear the other unfold the disputed ques- 
tions more fully. But the Saxons are so inflexible, I will not say anything more severe, 
that they endure hearing no one except one who speaks most stupidly, and they want men 
to swear, not so much by their own opinions, as by phrases and words. Now, as you 
rightly say, all these things incline towards papistry. What are they seeking to obtain? 
Why are they collecting votes? Is it that they may excommunicate us in Saxony by 
general consent? Let them cleave the Church in sunder and tear it to pieces as they 
will, there will remain within, whether they like it or not, those who are of God. What 
have they against us? Have you not, they say, accepted the word of God simply. This 
is my body. But do they receive that sentence simply without any interpretation? I 
do not think so. They certainly reject transubstantiation, whence some of them, when 
they exhibit the bread they have in their hands interpret this, beneath this, with this, or 
in this, is my body. But where do they read the words, with this, beneath this, in this? 
Certainly not in the gospels, nor in Paul, not any sacred book. . . . I have explained 
enough, as I consider, in the discussion, disputation, and letter prefixed to the Canterbury 
book. Besides, Calvin in the consensus of our churches which he published this year, 
stooped so far, laid bare the matter so aptly, that I have no mind at present to add 
anything further. He did not write the pamphlet to augment and stir up controversy, 
but Joachim, when the writings was published, did not keep quiet, and censured us all 
rather bitterly, myself by name, so it was told me. Calvin wanted to restrain him when 
he openly declared that our churches disagreed with one another, and I dissembled, 
although I was urged by many, for I do not willingly strive with hydras of that kind.’’

‘© Towards the end of October, 1791, the Constituant Assembly having come to 
an end, and having no other means of being useful to my country than to devote myself 
to a military career on land or sea, consequently always on the point of being separated 
from my daughter for a long time, not wishing to leave her in Paris without me for 
fear that my wife, with me away, should come and take possession of her. and change 
her education, her health besides being unsettled by the shocks which the differences I 
have had with her mother have given her, I decided to send her to England in the charge 
of Mde. de Sillery. Her principles were known to me, and the conduct of my two sons 
whom she had brought up justifies the confidence I had in her. 

‘¢T returned at the end of July, just at the time the English Ambassador was 
recalled. I wrote to Mde. de Sillery and my daughter to return, as I did not wish my 
daughter to remain any longer in a country whose Ambassador in France had just been 
recalled.

He is very clever and has written some exceedingly 
good things, and has very wisely (a word in your ear) taken the trouble of finishing and 
polishing off some of his poems till they are sure of being approved. Nevertheless, he is 
a little lower than the angels; and I think that a friend of mine has more of the material 
of a great poet in him, and if he will condescend to do his best—I mean in the outward 
visible form—the world will agree with me.’

One possibility remained, it was to publish the motion 
which he ought to have made; I propose to do so; there are«fears, recrimination, cautions, 
little ‘things to be taken into consideration; I see my husband, vexed at being nothing, 
attributing his rejection to his intimacy with M. de La S., whose excessive energy gained 
him enemies. You can guess that this cowardice was rebuked; I did it with all the 
strength, reason, sentiment, patriotism, and my character gave me. However after my 
burst of candour I added such temperate speech as good manners and friendship should 
combine with plain speaking. .. . 

‘‘ Why is he sent to Paris? MHere’s the reason. The municipality must shortly 
pay two million arrears, or anyhow sums falling due; it hasn’t the money and doesn’t 
know where to find it. It assembled the Town Council in order to consult it. Our friend 
thundered; he showed that it was unheard of to hide the state of things and to ask for 
hasty opinions at critical moments without having furnished any means on which to base 
them; such an outlay or arrangement made, against the decrees or the interests of the

I am glad & surprised to find how well you managed as a sailor, though many 
of your fellow-passengers seem by your account to have been fiendish enough for‘the pit 
of Acheron, or for that voyage, unaccompanied by cares of outfit, across the river Styx. 
However I hope something is to be allowed for a Carlylian kaleidoscope (or rather 
Kakeidoscope) and for these particular Woolnerian idiosyncracies which set me roaring 
many times before I had got through the little book. The descriptions of sunsets, etc., 
are really glorious, and altogether the thing gives one an intimate knowledge of your sea- 
life, as if one had made the voyage with you. Are not Hunt’s sketches wonderful, 
they are made with ‘ Swiss chalks,’ not Creta Levis. The ‘ Swiss’ are softer than the Creta, 
but I think much more beautiful in color. Hunt will send you out some of both. Some of 
William’s sketches are very rich. My Hunt is universally pronounced to resemble Rush 
on his trial. I am therefore bound to say that, while it was made, I distinctly remember 
Hunt’s wishing that he could hang Rowland Hill, for increasing the burthen of his 
correspondence through the penny postage. This may probably account for the murderous 
expression. . . . 
‘I told you in my last that I have sold my old old white picture at last to a 
man in Ireland, a certain M’Cracken who bought Hunt’s ‘Gentleman and a half of 
Verona,’ Said M’C. afterwards sent said white daub to Ruskin, to whom he had wanted 
me to submit it as a preliminary to the purchase, which I had sternly refused. Ruskin’s 
opinion (I suppose) has induced him to give me a commission for £150, and I have chosen 
a subject of the ‘ Virgin of the House of S. John,’ which I am now about. There is 
another man at Liverpool who has seen the white abomination & wants a picture of mine, 
but I have said his best plan will be to wait till I have some thing ready for him, as I 
find already with M’C.’s picture that I shall be making it worth more than the stipulated 
sum. M’C. sent me a passage from a letter of Ruskin’s about my Dautesque sketches 
exhibited this year at the Winter Gallery of which I spoke to you in my last. R. goes 
into raptures about the colour & grouping which he says are superior to anything in 
modern art, which J believe is almost as absurd as certain absurd objections which he 
makes to them. However, as he is only half informed of art, anything he says in favour 
of one’s work is of course sure to prove invaluable in a professional way, and I only hope, 
for the sale of my rubbish, that he may have the honesty to say publicly in his new book, 
what he has said privately, but I doubt this. Oh! Woolner, if one could only find the 
‘supreme’ Carlylian Ignoramus, him who knows positively the least about Art of any 
living creature, and get him to write a pamphlet about one, what a fortune one might 
make. It now seems that Ruskin had never seen any work of mine before, though he 
never thought it necessary to say this in writing about the P. R. B. I have said all this 
to you about my ‘ professional prospects,’ (ahem!) a subiect on which I am always pro- 
foundly speechless—because I know your friendship is really interested to know that there 
is a prospect of my getting on all right if I can make myself work. panes 

‘“‘ Let me think now of news of friends. Hunt has sent three pictures into 
the R.A. Strayed Sheep, Measure for Measure, and Portrait of a Parson, all glorious. 
His figure of Christ in the moonlight he was after all unable to get it finished. This is 
the best thing he has yet done.

Those to whom you have spoken about me, whom you do not even know by name, are 
taking advantage of the idle remarks you have made to them, saying that never were 
you so ill satisfied with a man as you were with me, and before three years’ time, I should 
find no man willing to accompany me, or servant willing to serve me. As to the fact that 
you are dissatisfied with me, you will do me much honour in telling me the reason of it, 
for which I will give you such satisfaction as a man extremely obliged can. to a friend of 
such note as you, and a person of such merit. . . . As to being so hard to please as 
to endure no one as a companion, I do not make companions of such people as you, but 
rather masters and lords, rendering the honour ‘that a poor ignorant disciple who never 
deserved to be your listener should give to a great incomparable doctor. But with regard 
to being served I do not know whether I shall always be so. . . . Nevertheless, what- 
ever may happen, my poor Jacques has sworn to die at my feet and never to desert me. 
So much does he find me morose. . . . You know what you wanted to give me at 
Massay, which I did not want to take at all, and yet you forced me to take 30 livres which 
I did not want. Even your man will testify that this is so. But I have indeed deliberated 
whether you would thank me if I were to send them back to you. For, thank God, I had no 
need of them. As to the kind entertainment I had at your house and the honour you have 
always conferred upon me, I confess that I am undeserving of it and that I cannot be 
sufficiently grateful to you for it, but towards another I should try to return like for like, 
and should succeed by some kind service. But your favours to me cannot be repaid. 
cannot refrain from telling you I laughed when I heard say that you were complaining 
you would have been married directly after your wife’s death, had it not been that I 
hindered you and diverted you from such a good plan. I think that with me present you 
had a rival in love as well as in my absence, and then you were able to do well without 
me, what you did without me. In short you only did what I advised you, if you remember 
well. I put all that aside and most humbly beg you, Monsieur, to esteem me still your 
very humble disciple and servant, which I shall always be as long as I live, say what you 
will. . . . I write the present letter, amid other vexations, which are accompanied 
by this fresh one, which troubles me more than any other.”’

The French Ambr. and wee thinking 
Swedes and Danes Well enough inclined to peace the principall obstacles still proceeding 
from the Hollanders, did undertake the mediation by ourselves in which work wee have soe 
well succeeded, that the conditions are all agreed upon. . . . The conditions granted 
to Denmark are more easy than thoes offered for them by Holland, unto which the Swedes 
weare induced, that they might oblige the king of Denmark, to be theire freind, as well 
as at peace with them, and to make the peace without the intervention of the Hollanders. 
The next work will be how to joine theis two crownes to us, as if the Hollanders would 
make warre upon us, which is too much to be suspected they intend, wee may have more 
help and favour from them than is given unto our enimyes, which will be noe hard 
matter perhaps to obtaine heare, if England be in soe quiet a condition, as to look after 
things abroade and make use of the advantages that are offered. 


Speaking of himself and his intentions in view of the impending Restora- 
tion, he writes:— 


*“T doe not say anything of my owne intentions in relation unto the changes 
that are fallen out already, or the others that are dayly expected. The truth is I knowe 
them not, the business is too difficult to iudge of at this distance, especially not knowing 
what will be in my power, or choice if I doe not receave newe orders I shall returne speedily 
home and shall then followe that way which your Lordsp. shall command, and my best 
freinds advise, as farre as I can without breaking the rules of honour or conscience, 
which I am sure will never be expected from me, by your Lordsp. nor thoes whoes opinions 
IT consider.

We have before us the best prospects in the world, a thousand coffee-shop 
men have sworn to take in a number of the Constitutional, our circulation since my admin- 
istration has been slowly but daily increasing, and all our fine prospects are likely to fall 
to the ground, because our shareholders hold back, and because we want such a mean 
sum as a thousand pounds—why Shallow could lend it to Falstaff from his own private 
purse! Shall I put your name down for a loan note? I have succeeded in getting 
3 already besides my. own. 

‘‘T have also to beg for 10£ the amount of your instalments. 

‘“ Since our arrival in London, I have been so busy as not to have a moment 
for writing, and saying that we have not forgotten our friends at Thernes: My wife has 
not much to do, to be sure, but she is very lazy. We are looking out for a little Thackeray 
in a month.

(Trans.):—‘‘ I have seen the letter which you have written touching Monsieur 
de Bassompiere; this is the third time I have written to you to send him back to me, but 
since you tell me that he is still ill of his wound, I am content to take your offer touching 
his elder brother as hostage for him, for you must see that I desire neither his death nor 
his dolour, but that he should have means to get healed, wherefore I pray you to send me 
either one or the other and as for the regard and esteem I have for you, methinks you 
cannot doubt since you have had experience of me, both in the liberation on parole of the 
said Bassompiere and liberty granted to so many of your soldiers made prisoners, you are 
therefore yourself the judge, and for my part if I have promised you anything I shall 
keep my word. As for yourself in particular I am your friend quite otherwise, always 
serving my duty, for the rest I again pray you to fulfil your promise and send me as above, 
for this is the last time I shall write to you on this subject. ; 


‘‘ Sir, you have written me many times to make war loyally which I have 
always done, but I find that you do otherwise, for the other day at our last skirmish 
when your men had taken some 5 or 6 of mine they led them 50 or 60 paces and then 
shot them in the sight of 5 or 6 of my captains; it was too cruel; if the same should be 
done to you, do not blame me. As for the French they make use of brave words, but I 
hope shortly to answer them as is fitting.”’

In determining this it will readily 
occur to you that the following particulars are to be considered: the security of the army 
itself, its subsistence and accommodation, the protection of the country, the support of 
our important posts, the relation which ought to be preserved with the French fleet should 
it remain where it is, depending on the degree of probability of a winter operation against 
it, and the succour it may derive from the troops under General Sullivan, and the militia 
of the Country. . . . 


‘The main questions to be decided are, whether the Army shall be kept in a 
collected state, and where, whether it shall be distributed into cantonments and in what 
manner and places, how soon it shall enter into quarters, and what precautions shall be 
used in respect to covering provisions and forage.’’

‘‘ The castings for two of the 16 feet Spur Wheels are done and those of the 
third in progress, and the fitting is begun upon, but we cannot at present say how long 
that may take, and wish it not to be hurried, as thereon the quiet performance of this 
Machinery must chiefly depend.” Etc. 

‘‘ In looking at the casting made for your small spur wheel, it has occurred to 
me to ask, whether you would not have a duplicate cast now the pattern is new, as you 
are aware that this will wear out much faster than the larger ones, and might now be 
fitted to the Shaft.
